Mr. C, E,°8, Wakefield, acting com- 
missioner of Chineso Customs at, Chang- 
sha, in his ‘report for 1912 .. writes: 
Among aor atin which, have striven 
to throw. off the thraldom of the opium 
habit Hunan has been one of the most: 
vigorous, and her efforts have surpassed 
in result the most optimistic antiecipa- 
tions. . So successful have these efforts 
been, that it may be confidently said. that 
the whole: province, with auch smal} 
exceptions as serve to throw the rest into 
relief, is now rid of the black blot that 
short time ago marred its fairness. The 
predictions that have been so freely, made 

| of tho probability of worse ovils, auch as 
morphia or drink, replacing opium, show 
‘no signs of being verified. Dr. F.C. 


Yen, of the Yale Mission Hospital, states, |

Contrary to 
expectation, the ¢extrome penalty. was 
inflicted on soveral confirmed smokers, 
and publie opinion approved” of the
